3. The method according to claim 1 or 2 , characterized in that at the receiving 
stage, also at least a &st conversion step is taken, in which the received analog signal 
is converted to digital form. 

5. The method according to claim 3 or 4, characterized in that at the receiving 
stage, before the first filtering step, at least a first mixing step is taken, in which the 
received radio-fi-equency signal is mixed with a local oscillator signal. 

1 1 . The transceiver (1) according to claim 9 or 10 , characterized in that it also 
comprises means (ADl, AD2) for converting the received analog signal to digital 
form. 


13. The transceiver (1) according to claim 1 1 or 12 , characterized in that it also 
comprises at least one mixer (Ml, M2) to mix a local oscillator signal with the 
received radio-fi-equency signal
